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Sec. 9. Fees and required insurance.
(a) The fees required by this Act are as foll ows:

(1) The fee for an original commercial structural

pest control business license is $250, and the fee for

each renewal of the commercial structural pest control

busi ness license is $150.

(2) The f ee for an original non-comerci al

structural pest control business reqistration is $200,

and the fee for each renewal of the non-commerci al

structural pest control registration is $125.

(3) The fee for an application for exam nation as a

certified technician including an oriqginal certificate is

$75, and the fee for each renewal of the certified

technician license is $75.

(4) The fee for an application for exam nation in

sub-cat egori es not pr evi ously exam ned of f or

reexam nati on as a certified technician in areas

previously failed is $50.

(5) The f ee f or r epl acenent of | i censes,

registrations, or certifications is $25.

(6) The fee for late filing for any ||icense,

registration, or certification is $75.

(7) The fee for multiple copies of this Act and the

rules adopted wunder this Act or for any category or

sub-category of training materials is $5 per copy of

each.

All fees shall be paid by check or noney order. Any fee
required by this Act is not refundable in the event that the
original application or application for renewal is denied.

(b) Every application for an ori gi nal commer ci al

struct ural pest control busi ness | ocation |icense shall be

acconpanied by a certificate of insurance issued by an
i nsurance conpany authorized to do business in the State of
I[llinois or by a risk retention or purchasing group forned
pursuant to the federal Liability Risk Retention Act of 1986,
whi ch provi des primary, first dollar public Iliability
coverage of the applicant or licensee for personal injuries
for not l|ess than $100,000 per person, or $300, 000 per
occurrence, and, in addition, for not |ess than $50,000 per
occurrence for property damage, resulting from structural
pest control. The insurance policy shall be in effect at al

times during the license year and a newcertificate of
i nsurance shall be filed with the Departnent within 30 days

after the renewal of the insurance policy. Each application

for renewal of a commercial structural pest control | ocati on

license shall also include a certificate of insurance as

detai |l ed above unless a valid certificate of insurance is

al r eady on file with the Departnent. Applicants for

registration or registration renewal shall not be required to
provi de evidence of public liability insurance coverage.

Al admnistrative civil fines and f ees col l ected
pursuant to this Act shall be deposited into the Pesticide
Control Fund established pursuant to the Illinois Pesticide
Act. The anount annually collected as admnistrative civil

fines and fees shall be appropriated by the General Assenbly
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to the Departnent for the purposes of conducting a public
educati on programon the proper use of pesticides and for
other activities related to enforcenent of this Act and the
II'linois Pesticide Act.

Sec. 22. Scope of Act). The provisions of this Act
apply to any structural pest control operations perfornmed by
the State or agency thereof. However, the State Health

Departnent eor--ageney-thereof or any |l ocal health departnent

unt t - of - ocal - gover npent shall not be required to pay any

fees, nor shall the enpl oyees thereof engaged in pest control

activities in their official capacity be required to pay any

fees for exam nati on, certification or r enewal of
certification tn-the-sub-categories--of--etther--(f)--or--(g)
speet fied-tn-Seetton-7-of -thts-Act.

This Act does not apply to any person certified by the
II'linois Departnment of Agriculture to use restricted
pesticides in structures on his own individual property.
